‘Two Yoars' Adventures. 


The cruisers Europa and Edgar, saya the 
“Standard” of Nav. 1, are duo to arrive 
at, Devonport. on Névombet 10, Ininging 
the men of his Majesty's ship Cambrian, 
which vessel paid off und recommissioned 
with n relief crew, at Colombo an Ccteber 
last, 

The Cambrian, which is « light cruiser 
of 4000 tons, und 19 knots speed, hoisted | 
her pennant at Devonport on October 0.) 
1906. The commission which has just 
finished has been in many respegts a 
romarkable one. During it the v 
stoamud 63,967 miley and consumed 14,809 
tons of coal, Such an example of “ show- 
ing the flag” is bolicved to be without 
parallel in modern naval commissions, 

For the Cambrian did not spend her two 
years in hovering off the range of coast of 
one particular station; her ocean wander- 
ings have been world-wide, Two mouths 
after sailing from Plymouth sho touched 
at Ashmure Island, and ro-snnexed that 
minute spot of territory, huisting tho 
British flag with all duo coromony.’ Sho 
then proceeded to Tasmania, Australia, 
New Zealund, and several of the South Sea 
Tn May of last year sho was off the 
enast of Contral America, and received the 
Presidents of Honduras and Nicaragua. 
Thenes she steamed away round Capo 
Horn and coasted up the South American 
seaboard to Callao, calling at various ports
